ahead with the message of destruction. Every 
house was a wood box and courted tho 
flames. 
The tire dep artment, whose chief, 
warned by the disaster of last month, had 
resorted to daily training of his forces, was 
found to In* p owerless in the general p anic. 
Men could not bo controlled or made to 
work. 
Nor was this tho worst, 
Liko all milling 
camp s Hurley swarmed with 


t in -h o r n g am b l e r s an d r o u g h s, 
long sinco banished from more c ivilized com­ 
munities to such as these. 
A p ublic disaster 
was a p rivate feast, ami far from working to 
help the city they contributed to the sp read 
of the destruction, carrying brands of ilro 
into buildings not yet touched, and taking 
advantage of the p anic to loot at large. 
Dozens of these scoundrels were seen in the 
street boldly rep lacing their worn garments 
with suits of clothes snatched from the 
shelves of burning tailor shop s. 
Not hing es­ 
cap ed their bands. 
They seized bottles of 
liquor from the saloons and drank till some 
of them fell down unconscious in tho midst of 
the devastation and burned to death. 
Within an hour everything in Hurley east 
of the street running up the hill was in ashes, 
and the [» eop le, such as had themselves es­ 
cap ed the flames, were either 
WILDLY HUSHING ABOUT 
the edge of the nuu or eLse standing on the 
brow of the hill stup idly staring at the terri­ 
ble seen« '. The Burton house, by great good 
fortune, was barely saved, though the flames 
atone time crossed the street under its roof. 
Many tlms found shelter who must otherwise 
have sp ent the night in tho woods. 
A numlier of I hose w ho had saved some 
p rop erty from the tire of two weeks ago 
were quartered iu the district now burned, 
and by the s vond visitation lost all their p os­ 
sessions. 
No attemp t has yet been made to estimate 
the financial lo<s. Most of the burned build­ 
ings were rude, but many of them contained 
valuable stocks and >omo of the saloons were 
ex p ensively fitted up . 
Nearly if not quite 


o n e h u n d r e d a n d f i f t y b u i l d i n g s 
were coiv-umcd. 
Among these was the bank 
of Hurley and the American Ex p ress com­ 
p any’s ofil *etwhose safes are visible, up turned 
in the ruins.

nized as members of the church, and a notice 
to this effect has been sent through tho p ress 
to tho faithful hero and elsewhere. 
There 
•was no ceremony, no anathemas hurled from 
Roman Catholic altars—tho matter was not 
even referred to in any of tho churches Sun­ 
day. 
Tho official notice was simp ly given to 
the p ress, ami that seems to be the end so far 
as Rome is concerned. 
Tho notice is ad­ 
dressed to the clergy and laity of the arch­ 
diocese and recites that Dr. McGlynn had 
been admonished that he had made himself 
liable to censure by disobeying the p op e’s 
command given

IT; that 
another 
op p ortunity 
w*as 
offered 
him 
to 
1« 
heard in his own behalf by giving him a p er­ 
emp tory order to p resent himself at Home 
within forty days of tho receip t of the order, 
under jwnalty of “ex communication ip so facto 
et nominatim;” that this1 also has been ig­ 
nored, and therefore it becomes “our sad dqty 
to notify him that he had incurred, by his 
own act, this p enaly of ex communication by 
name, whereby he is cut off from tho com­ 
munion of the church, from its sacraments, 
and p articip ation in its p rayers. And, should 
he p ersevere in his contumacy, be dep rived of 
right, after death, to Christian burial.” This 
notice is signed “Michael Augustine, Arch­ 
bishop of New York.” 
Doubt as to whether the Roman Catholic 
friends of Dr. McGlynn would stand by 
him, even after his ex communication be­ 
came a fact, was set at rest Sunday night by 
a demonstration in tlie Academy of Music, 
which has not many times been equaled in 
this city in p oint of attendance and enthusi­ 
asm. 
The meeting was nominally a stated 
gathering of the Anti-Poverty society, but in 
view of the p ublished ex communication of 
Dr. McGlynn, it resol ved itself into a ratifica­ 
tion meeting for Dr. McGlynn. 
Long before 
8 o’clock the academy was crowded, and the 
thousands who were turned aw’ay were ad­ 
mitted to Irving hail, across tho street from 
the Academy, where an overflow meeting 
was held. 
Hundreds who were unable to en­ 
ter either hall stood about the streets and 
joined in the enthusiasm. 
James A. Gahan, 
of The Catholic Herald, p reside'! over the 
meeting in the academy, and John Feeney, of 
St. Step hen's p arish, took charge of the meet­ 
ing in Irving hall. 
A chorus, comp osed of members of S t 
Stevens’ choir, was p resent on the stage of 
the Academy, and as Dr. McGlynn walked 
up on the stage sang “Marching to Freedom.” 
Then came a shout of welcome from the vast 
audience that was never equaled in the 
Academy. Four thousand p eop le cheered as 
with one voice and a mighty roar of sound 
went out to those ou tho sidewalk, and it was 
there taken up and sp read to Irving hall. 
When the roar of voices had died away to a 
niui mur, a voice from one of the balconies 
shouted; 

This 
was the signal for renewed cheering, and the 
building fairly trembled.

[Hisses and cat calls. 
He then formally p re­ 
sented Dr. McGlynn, who began by declar­ 
ing that man bad a clear and simp le guide 
within—his conscience, and that God would 
never condemn anyone who followed the dic­ 
tates of his conscience. 
In obeying that ho 
was forever obeying the will of Go I. and this 
last p rop osition he said was a dogma of the 
Roman Catholic church. 
It was the duty of 
a man to refuse to obey the commands of the 
p ojie or a tribunal of tho Roman Catholic 
church if they con demned what he believed 
to he true without giving his doctrines a trial. 
“It is no tribute to God,” continued the 
sp eaker, “to [x » ke out our eyes so that we can 
not seo the truth for ourselves.

K ing Kalnknua is perm itted to r**main on 
the throne, although divested of nil 
powers, having acceded to the deman I for a 
new constitution and to abide by the wili of 
the people. 
The king was thoroughly alarm ed, and on 
July 1 called a meeting of the American m in­ 
ister, the British and French commission*! > 
and the Portuguese comniissionor, to 
wi.« .« n 
he offered to transfer pro tern, the pow ¡s 
vested in him. 
Tl.e-e officials refused to ac­ 
cept the trust, but, advised the king to ]<■•.' no 
time in fram ing a n e w constitution, which 
ad \ice ho followed, 
W alter M. Gibson and 
F. H. Hayseklen, his son-in-law. are under 
arrest, having I**»on seized by the <-iv»<* troops 
when attem pting to esc inc. 
The ¡jopulaco assumed control of « traits in 
the kingdom on June 25, and were joined by 
the Honolulu Rifl-*s and other com ptni *s 
Patrols \vcro established throughout the city, 
and all the armories guarded. 
On the after­ 
noon of June 50 an immouse» meeting w.os 
held at the arm ory of the Honolulu Rifles 
and a ddressed in English, Hawaiian a nd i%j- 
tuguese. All stores and shops had !>< a, <•!■ >s*-d, 
and nearly every one tha t could go attended 
the meeting. 
The approaches to the palace 
were Imrrieaded, but the royal 
troops ifiade 
no sign of meeting the volunteer troops 
On 
the arm ory walls were display* 1 the Ilu- 
waiiau, American and English flags. 
Resolutions were adopted setting forth that 
the adm inistration of the H aw aiian govern­ 
m ent had ceased through corruption and in- 
conipetenoy to ¡» erform its functions and af­ 
ford protection to personal and property 
rights, for which all governm ents exist 
The 
meeting form ulated a dem and on K ing Kala- 
kaua that he at once dismiss his present cabi­ 
net and that he call one of three persons, 
mentioned by name, to assist him in selecting 
a new one, which shall be committed to the 
policy of securing a new constitution: that 
W alter M. Gibson be dismissed from each and 
every office held by him under the govern­ 
ment. 
Another demand was that the king 
make restitution of $71,000 of bribe money, 
and dismiss the register of conveyances. 
It 
was also demanded that the king give a spe­ 
cific pledge that he will not in the future in- 
erfero either directly or indirectly with the 
election of representatives, and that he will 
bstain from unduly influencing legislation 
These demands were subm itted to the king! 
and the Gibson m inistry, who had heard the 
news, immediately resigned. 
During the 
progress of the meeting speeches were made 
by several prom inent citizens, all of whom 
declared the king m ust abdicate and accede 
to the popular demand. 
M inister Gibson 
sent a request for protection against a mob 
of native H awaiian* 
On Friday, July 1, the 
steam ship M ariposa arrived from Australia, 
bringing 200 stand of arm s addressed to Min­ 
ister Gibson. 
These were seized and stored 
in the arm ory of the Honolulu rifles. 
A fter conferring with the representatives 
of the foreign governments, on July 1 King 
K alakaua form ally appointed W illiam L. 
Greene prim e minister of foreign affairs, who 
completed the cabinet os follows: 
L. A. 
Thurston, m inister of the interior; Godfrey 
Brown, m inister of finance, and C. V. Ash­ 
ford, attorney general. 
The surrender of K ing K alakaua to the de­ 
m ands of the populace was complete.

sponse to the demands made uf» on him he re­ 
plied as follows to the gentlemen composin 
the committee of the meeting:

requested the Hun. W. L. Greene to form a new 
ca binet on the da y succeeding the resigna tion of 
the ca binet.

or scientists have never discovered where 
the sturgeon spawns, and it may be in 
the Black sea or in Delaware buy where 
the she sturgeon has been Reen to shed 
her spawn on the surface of the l>ay or 
river in the months of April and May .—

T he o pera­ 
tio n co nsists in driving fine go ld, silver 
or steel needles from one-half to three- 
quarters o f a n inch into th e flesh. 
The 
needles are of various forms and have 
spirally grooved handles for 
th e better 
tw irling of th e instrument. 
The operator holds a needle lightly with 
the left hand, resting the point upon the 
skin of the patient. 
He then inserts it 
by a slight tap on the handle, given with 
a small wooden mallet held in the right 
hand. 
The needle is then gently pushed 
and twirled until it penetrates to the 
proper depth, and after a few seconds is 
slowly withdrawn in the same manner, 
the skin about the puncture being subse­ 
quently chafed for a few moments. 
The 
number of perforations made at one time 
varies from one to twenty , and they are 
oftenest made in the abdomen, to which, 
however, they are not confined; special 
treatises lay ing down the spots to be 
pierced in various diseases, and one divis­ 
ion of study distinguishing on the back 
the so called hollow spots (more than a 
hundred in numlier)-— “ where the ends 
of the nerve fibers are found” —for the 
application of the needle or the mox a.—
